DOUBLE TRAGEDY AT NICE. 

Countess Erody Murdered by a Reject- 
ed Lover— Suicide of the Assassin. 



■Nice baa talked' of nothiug, Iheao 
three days paat, but tho murder of 
Oouutess Erody. 

The Counteas was a remarkably 
beautiful and elo^'niit woman, ablonde, 
with bluu oycis, wuU kiiowu in tho 
donii-moudo uuder tho naino of Laura 
Harcck. She was ubinil lU) yi';ii-H old, 
For two years she huts boou protected 
by a Signor MastelLoni, whom she first 
mot ot Baden. Tall, stalwart, blagk- 
haired aud moustached, very distin- 
guished iu manuer ami dress, Masttd- 
loui was the typical haiidsomo Italian 
tenor. He waa 3-1 years old. For a 
long time he has spent the season at 
Nice and Monaco. 

Countess Erdody bad a cousidorablo 
fortune, in spilo of tho nuuiorous 
breaches she had iiiado iu it, especially 
since her unquaiutuuce with lUastei- 
loni. He made her aa offer of mar- 
riage. She declined it, and there was 
a quarrel. This was two months ago. 
December lUtb Mastelloni reappeared 
in Nice. The next ovcuiug he called 
on tlie Couutti.ss. 

At the njumcnt she was cbaltiug 
with a friend in the salon. She went 
to the door herself, leaving the first 
Tisitor with her "fenime do chambre." 
Mastelloni tried to lead her into the 
dining-room. She resisted; he pushed 
her iu and turned the key in tbo look. 
The "femmo tlo chambre" who had 
come out of thosalou, listened at the 
glaasdoor. 

The Couutosa had seated bcrseli"; 
Mastelloni was talking to her with ani- 
mation. All at onco she fxclninied 
"Ijet uie go; I wish to go." Tue saruu 
instant two reports rang thror.f^'h tbo 
house. The "femme do ohambro" 
here broke a pane with her clenched 
fist. She saw her mistress strctcliod 
oil the tloor and bathud in blood. Tno 
ball had entered below the eye. The 
Countess died three hours later, never 
having regained consciousaess. 

Mastelloni had shot himself in the 
mouth, the ball lodging in his throat. 
He was carried ti) tho hospital, but 
only to die under Lbo hands of the sur- 
geons. — Farla Fijarn.

LIGHT. 

The cablGgram from Lord Carnarron 

which appeared in yesterday's G'ojetfa will 
bo read -with a feeling of profound inter- 
est by all British Columbians; n'od tho 
contents of the dispatch, of which the ca- 
blegram may be termed tho avant courier, 
will constitute a aubject for speculation 
■aiitil it shall have reached the Province 
and been given to the publio. It is nn- 
necessary to say that public anxiety on 
the subjoot of the Taciflc Railway ie great. 
Tho question ovorshadows all others. It 
is tho only aubjoot likely to come boforo 
tiio Houao in which much interest ia felt; 
and although it would bo idle for ua to 
attempt to foreshadow Ibo nature of tho 
dispatch, we cannot help saying that 
should it bring the intelligence that tbo 
Imperial Government will assist in the 
construction of the Island Railway as an 
Imperial work— useful aud profitable in 
time of peace, and iiivaluabln in Ciuo of 
war, it would be received with glad ao- 
olaim by the people of the Island and by 
at'least a majority of the people of tho 
Mainland, This is a hopeful view to take 
of the dispatch. But the country ought 
not to be loo sanguine— should build no 
castlea in the air. Thero were many airy 
atruot-area ro.irod in tha past, and did thoy 
not all vanish before they wore ready for 
occupation? Let us not repeat tho mia- 
takes of the past. At the prosont moment 
the country is in an unsettled and unsa- 
tisfactory state. Trade is dull; capital is 
timid; improvements have come to n 
standstill. Everything depends upon the 
prompt and early aettlomont of our Hall- 
way difTorenooi with Canada; and if Lord 
Carnarvon can restore confldenco 
in the bona fide intentions of 
Canada with respect to railway con- 
strnetion, the aountry will experience an 
era of prosperity tbrongb Iho early de- 
velopment of her illimitable resources 
that will surprise the most hopeful man 
amongst us, The cablegram of tho noble 
Earl says: "I trust no conelusiou will 
bo formed nor action taken pendiL 3 re- 
ceipt of dispatch." The message breathes 
the spirit of a British statesman— one 
who has at heart the advancement and 
prosperity of the Frovinoe, and the words 
we have quoted clearly show that in de- 
oliuing to call tho House together until 
thero was eomething definite to lay before 
it on the only matter of importinco that 
now agitates the country, tho Ministry 
have acted with wisdom and sagacity. 

The Romanizing Tendency of the An- 
glican Choroh. 

Editor Colonist: — Permit mc to ask a 
place in your columns for tli6 subjoined 
extract from a letter addroBsed by Lord 
Ebnry to the Bishop of Rochester, declin- 
ing to give a subscription to a new 
Cathedral on the ground of the increase 
of RomaniKing practices and doctrines iu 
the (Church of England, and of tho ne- 
cesnity he may bo under if tho plague 
continues of nsing his resonrco!! in seek- 
ing a refuge out of her pnlo. 

It may be of interest to tho lurnibe rs of 
the Ohurch of England in tlii» province, 
whether of the Reformed body or not, to 
find Bo (liilingnished a member of that 
chnrch cxiirofsing liis sati-fsction under 
the present gloomy state of affuirs at the 
formation of a Free Church and its union 
with the Reformed Episcopal Churchoa of 
the United States and Canada. 

I had the honour, when in London, i)f 
being present at a conference between 
Lord Ebury and tho leadtra of the i'roo 
Church, iimouK whom were tho nowly 
consecrated bi.shops and several others. 
A well known c-lurgyman of lliu Chinch 
of England who was present, remarked 
that if the Romanizing movement con 
tinued be saw little prospect but separa- 
tion; but that while thero was hope of ro- 
furni he did not wi-h tu tulie any stops 
that might compromjso his influence. 
Lord Ebury on tho other haiui, wiili a 
fervour which touclietl every hunrt, re- 
marked that be as an indopeadont lay- 

■ juftn wifs fettered by no snob considem- 
tions, but bad only one thing to think of, 
namely, how b->st to devote the remainder 
of his days to the Ecrvice of his Master. 
I may observe that this eonferenco iind 
no referenoo to any idea of Lord Ebury's 
leaving tho Church of EngUud. 
The wisdom of the Counuil of tho Ko- 

. foi^n^d Episcopal Charob, assemblol nt 
Ottawa last summer, in complying with 
tho aolicitations of the Free Church of 
England to settlo their orders sfome 
evinced in Lord Ebury'n letter, who, a 
few days after tbo consecrntionn of liio 
Freo Cliureh Bishops, did not forbear ti) 
hint to his diocesan that that church wai 
. pQvaesBBd of "a duly ordained ministry." 
And , in fact, whatever be the orders of 
tho Church of England in any of its 
brunches, such are tiie orders of our lle- 
formod Churches, and while their prin- 
ciples, iilouticftlly those of tho Reforma- 
tion, iifTord no ground of Buspieiun to 
their brethren of other bodies that they 
nFHume any superiority on this behalf, 
they are in the saccessiunal sense in no 
wiBb" inferior to any of tho EvenRlican 
oommiiuion. . , , 

Some of our brethren have said, and 
Aafcill oontinuo to say, that tho Reformed 

■'movement in this land rests on personal 
crounds, and will die away when personal 
motives (iio away. Those persons aurely 
flkim very lightly over the snrfaoe of the 

reliRious world who think that the move- 
WODtawhiob weno pofoundlf »g»tatiug 



the Anglioan communions at home and 
abroad, and which have led, and still are 
lending to tbo formation of bo many Re- 
formed congregations, uro by persons who 
havo no convictions; or that those oiily 
bave convictions wiio go in tho beaten 
tracks; or that tho Roformors of British 
Columbia have uo conviolions. 

Trusting that your readers who have 
received with indulgeDce my letters when 
abroad will regard this as supplementary 
(or at most defensive) rather tliau con-
